Later, as previous- 
y stated, he left with Mrs. Johnson and 
iis trip to the metropolis of Turkey 
has been described by him for Advocate 
readers. 


Xfr. and Mrs. Johnson had expected 
o leave Constantinople about January 


for their new field of endeavor and 
evidently had done so. for he lost his 
ife hundreds of miles away from Con- 
stantinople, and may have1 been, on his 
way to Bombay. India, as a letter writ- 
.en by Mrs. Johnson in November 
stated that they expected to start Jan- 
uary 1. and were looking forward with 
much pleasure to the trip which would 
taUe them to Adrainople, Salonika and 
on to Cassandra on the Agean Archi- 
>elago sea, thence through the Med- 
terraneant sea, possibly landing at 
Atexandretta. Syria. They had then 
planned to go by way of the Persian 
Gulf and the Arabian sea to Bombay. 


The cable to the state department 
stated that another American was mur- 
dered with Johnson, named James Per 
ry. also a Y. M. C. A. representative. 
They were witb a convoy of American 
relief supplies and when about IS mites 
south of Atntab and not far from 
Aleppo in Syria, were attacked by the 
brigands. 


A French force of 156 men was sent 
o the scene of the murder but it was 
pulsed by the Turks, the cable states. 


[Tie bodies had not been recovered up 
o that time. The relief expedition was 
conducted in Syria under the auspices 
of the American commission for the re- 
lief of the Near Bast, the hemdquar- 
ers of which are in New York. 
The Advocate has telegraphed to the 
oreign department of the national Y.

He i 
a Catholic chaplain of one of the big 
British hospitals here. He was so taken 
with what we are doing for our boy 
that he is praising us everywhere and 
trying to get the same kind of work 
going for their sailors, 
I don't know whether I have written 
that I came here the 19th of Septem 
ber with instructions from Paris to se 
up quarters and a word for our boys 
Here was a young lady on the job. She 
and I went to work and on October 3 
we opened our rented quarters. (It wil 
cost us about $1,000 per month to run 
it. The admiral (British) was here, and 
the commanders of both the ships tha 
were here at that time. They were 
greatly pleased with what has been 
done. Now, I do not have to beg for 
any assistance from them. I go on the 
destroyers and station boats at pleas 
ure and ride about the waters in the 
big motor boats. They all seem hapm 
to take me wherever I want to go. I 
is quite a little satisfaction to have 
such appreciation and co-operation. The 
executive of the Galveston wrote the 
other day that because of our work thn 
number of venerial cases had decrease* 
very greatljf. That is real tangible evi 
dence. isn't it? 
We pay 50 lires, or 
$62 1-2 per 
month for two small 
rooms which 
would not cost us more than $15 per 
month in Newark. That -is pot the 
worst of it. It was the only dsscen 
thing we could find, and we have los 
much sleep on account of flees 
and 
mosquitoes at that. The buildings are 
poorly constructed and much wood is 
used in them. They burn like kindling 
and poor water supply and fire equip 
ment make fires 
very 
destructive 


Many sections of the city consist of old 
walls, remains of buildings gutted by 
fire.* With soldiers, refugees and people 
from almost everywhere here you can 
see the reason for scarcity of living 
quarters. I think the merchants—es 
pecially the beer houses—are coining 
money. 
Esther and I are expecting to go on 
to India soon after January 1st. 
The 


New York office has written me that 
negotiations are going on there with 
the aim to keep me here in Constant! 
nople until spring. I am rather hoping 
nothing will come of it. as I prefer to 
go on to get started with my regular 
work. 
One thing that is noticeable here is 
the excitable temper of the people. Just 
let any little thing happen in the streets 
and a crowd gathers. 
Any unusual 
move causes excitement. We have 
plenty of police to take good care ol 
any disturbance—French, English and 
Italian. 
The 
Italians 
dress like 
Masonic Knights. 
But they are like 
wooden men as useful policemen. Their 
special fort seems to be to keep away 
from trouble. 
Figs grow about here. I have picked 


them off the trees. They are fine eat 
ing when ripe. There are many chest 
nuts in the woods and every street cor 
!,«»•• has its Httle roaster with its vender 
of warm roasted chestnuts. The mar 
kets are fuller than Newark markets of 
all kinds of vegetables. 
Now it is past 6 o'clock. I have been 
writing intermittently since about 2 p. 
m 
Have had about 35 different sailors 


in this afternoon.

teh the subordinate discharged, laid off. 
reduced or suspended with a copy of the 
order of discharge, layoff, reduction or 
suspension and his reasons for the 
same and give such subordinate a reas- 
onable time in which to make and file 
an explanation; such order, together 
with the explanation, if any. of the 
subordinate, shall be tiled with the com- 
mission. Nothing in this act shall limit 
the poweV 6f an officer to suspend with- 
out pay for purpose of discipline, a sub- 
ordinate, for a reasonable period, not to 
exceed thirty days, provided, however. 
that successive suspension shall ndt be 
allowed. 


Now in explanation of this article I 


would say that Mr. Mitchell or" myself 
have not been officially released/ but 
have been held up and deprived of our 
salaries since September 21. 1919, and 
kept constantly in suspense, sometime 
expecting to receive our salaries. 


We were.informed by different ones 


who were closer to the city's finances 
than we were and who would be sup- 
posed to know and had knowledge of 
our predicament, .that we would get our 
salaries all right, but none came our 
way.. 


We received no official 
notification 


that the office we served in had bee.n 
aboiishe.l and in fact, just lived along 
in hopes that thing.* would" eventually 
right themselves insofar as the city's 
finances were concerned in our behalf.

iftween the Culumbuft tracks and the 
Shawnee track for storage of cars; third. 
How no car on sidetracks south of 
ihawnee tracks to remain within 50 
eet of street line. iTite would remove 
large per cr-nt of the danger at the 


resent time. \Vneri these storage and 
-earn tracks are clear drivers can see 
the whole length of the tracks anil 
crossing watchmen can see the approach 
of trains on !>oth the Columbus and 
Shawnee Hacks, something they can not 
do at uresen-.
